Green is said by police to be an 
associate of ‘‘Jak e the Barber” Fac­ 
tor, accu sed of being the ringleader 
in 
a confidence 
game 
that 
has 
du ped hu ndreds of prominent per­ 
sons. 
Green fled his home in Los Ange­ 
les, officials said, last week a few' 
minu tes before his home was raid­ 
ed. He also narrowly escaped ar­ 
rest in New York , they added. 
He w'as arrested as he entered a 
Germantown apartment hou se with 
his wife who landed in New' York 
early yesterday after leaving her 
home in England tw'o w'eek s ago. 
A tip from Scotland Yard she was 
to meet her hu sband here led to 
the arrest, officials said. 
She was 
detained bu t not arrested. 
According to ju stice officials $4,- 
000,000 of the money obtained in 
the swindles was recovered in Chi­ 
cago where it had been tu rned in­ 
to bonds and placed in a bank . 
The officers said Green had assis­ 
ted in du ping British men and wo­ 
men into bu ying American oil wells 
that did not exist and into pu rchas­ 
ing land near Orlando, Fla., that is 
u nder water. 
Green, after his arrest refu sed 
to talk . His fingerprints and photo­ 
graph were prepared for sending 
to other cities.

Green w’as u nderstood to have been 
arrested in New York a few days 
ago, police said.

FOUR BEUEVED 
TO BE IN RING OF 
BANK SWINDLERS 


CHICAGO, May 16.—John “Jak e 
the Barber” Factor, who, department 
of ju stice agents say, qu it his trade 
to become an international promo­ 
ter and fleeced British investors of 
$5,000,000 was still sou ght tonight 
w'hile his attorneys dick ered over 
“terms” of su rrender. 
Stock schemes on a spectacu lar 
scale were charged to the dapper ex­ 
barber by the agents in revealing 
they had been secretly w'ork ing on 
the case for three week s. Federal 
warrants are ou t for Factor and 
his alleged accomplice, Harry Green, 
bu t agents said they had no clu es to 
their whereabou ts. Godfrey Haggard, 
British consu l here, signed the com­ 
plaints against fhe men bu t refu sed 
to discu ss the case. 
In revealing details of their in­ 
vestigation, the federal agents said 
“Jak e the Barber” w'as in a class by 
himself in the realm of high and 
fancy finance. Fifteen years ago, 
they said, he was a cu t rate barber 
in Chicago. 
They said he w’as charged with 
having sold stock of little valu e at 
high prices 
to English investors. 
The stock then was manipu lated so 
it declined and had to be sold at a 
loss. Among the losers, the agents 
added, were thou sands of pensioned 
widows, 
clergymen, 
physicians, 
school teachers and middle class in­ 
vestors. 
Other reports had him link ed with 
Florida land specu lation, as a part­ 
ner in a chain of casinos along the 
Cote D'Azu r in France, and as a 
heavy plu nger in American stock s 
on the New York and Chicago ex­ 
changes.

ers no t to pay o n the gro und the 
recent assessment was Illegal, warn­ 
ing was issued by Melvin A. Taylo r, 
president

marketed, even at the high rate o f 
6 per cent. Appeals have been made 
to the state assembly to change 
the laws so that a better system o f 
levying taxes might be enacted.

GLEN COVE, N. Y., May 16.—In 
the world of finance J. P. Morgan 
is known as a m aster mind, but to 
this little town on the north shore 
of J j o n g Island, near where he lives 
some of the time, he’.s just a neigh­ 
bor, kindly and democratic. 
Pipe in mouth he is often seen 
riding on the front seat of IVs auto­ 
mobile with the chauffeur. On Sun­ 
days he passes the collection plate 
at St. John’s Episcopal church, nest­ 
ling among the quiet hills of Locust 
Valley. 
Citizens know he is a world fig­ 
ure and worth millions, but they 
like him p^m arily because he is a 
yachtsman who can handle a sail­ 
boat skillfully and lives a simple, 
friendly life. They like 
his 
smile 
and say the wrinkles at the com ers 
of his eyes comes “from laughing 
with the world—not at it.” 
Morgan has two yachts, both of 
which 
contain 
features 
originated 
by him. Frequently he decides per­ 
sonally to renovate them and garb­ 
ed 
in 
paint-spotted 
white 
duck 
trousers and a bespattered white 
cap, he scrapes and paints, unmo­ 
lested by the citizenry. 
He has a magnificent flower gar­ 
den on his 
estate 
in 
which 
he 
spends much of his time when he’s 
home. Last year he 
was 
“tickled 
pink’’ when his violets, iris, tulips 
and lilies won nine prizes at the 
International Flower Show. He was 
pleased, too, 
when 
his 
Guernsey 
herd of cattle won ribbons at the 
Nassau county fair. 
Twenty years ago Morgan helped 
organize St. John’s church. 
When 
he’s home he never misses a vestry 
service or Sunday worship and for 
many years has been senior warden 
of the parish. 
Rare paneling, duplicates of those 
ex ecuted by the late 
Sir 
Robert 
Ivorimer in the Chapel of Thistle, 
St. Giles Cathedral, Edinburg, Scot­ 
land, are 
in the 
church 
edifice, 
gifts of the Morgans. 
Christmas is a big occasion in the 
life of J. P. (he doesn’t like “Pier- 
pont”) Morgan. He is a “regular” 
grandfather to his 16 grandchildren 
who assemble with their parents in 
the mansion. 
His summers are generally spent 
abroad, while his New 
York 
Em- 
I^loyes enjoy vacations at Camp El- 
liat Bacon, which he maintains sole­ 
ly for them on the boundary line of 
Maine and Canada. 
Morgan dislikes personal publicity, 
as hundreds of newspaper reporters 
and photographers can testify. On 
his frequent 
trips 
to 
and 
from 
Europe the sum total of his inter­ 
views is; “I have nothing to say.” 
He is dismayed when reporters 
swarm about him on ship board and 
retreats to his cabin. On one occa­ 
sion, however, a number of years 
ago, while returnjng from France, 
he broke precedent by granting an 
interview to a reporter for the As­ 
sociated Press. 
The reporter had prepared a num­ 
ber of questions to ask him about 
post war financial affairs in Europe- 
Before 
he 
could 
say 
anything, 
scores of fellow 
scribes had 
sui- 
roiinded the financier, 
hurling 
all 
sorts of queries at him. Morgan fled 
to his cabin. 
But the A. P. man was persistent. 
He wrote a note to Morgan and set 
down the questions he did not have 
an opportunity to present. The note 
was slipped under the cabin door. 
Shortly, to the astonishment of the 
reporter, he was invited to see him. 
Most of the questions were answered 
readily and the reporter came away 
with real news. 
The people hereabouts are await­ 
ing completion of “Morgan Memori­ 
al Park.” Built in memory of his 
wife. Morgan is spending almost a 
million dollars to make it one of the 
best in the country. 
And yet he will remain just a 
neighbor to the folks here.

BIRMINGHAM, 
Ala., 
May 
16.— 
Notice was served here today by 
the Southern Baptist convention of 
a determination to seek the defeat 
of any candidate, from president 
doAvn, regardless of party label, who 
is opposed to the present prohibi­ 
tion law'. 
In endorsing unanimously the re­ 
port of its social serA'ice commis­ 
sion, the convention declared its in­ 
tention ‘‘not to support for presi­ 
dent of the United States, senator, 
representative, goA'ernor, or other 
office of high and responsible posi­ 
tion any candidate w'ho is hostile 
to or does not openly and frankly 
support 
our 
present 
prohibition 
law's, but to seek the defeat of any 
such 
candidate, 
no 
matter 
what 
party label he may bear.” 
The report was adopted at the 
closing session of the con\'ention 
after an amendment by W. D. Up­ 
shaw', 
former 
congressman 
from 
Georgia, had been approA'ed recom­ 
mending the 
AA'ork and urging sup­ 
port of the Anti-Saloon League and 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union ‘‘for their basic, wholesome 
influence in encouraging Christian 
patriotism and personal and nation­ 
al sobriety.” 
Adoption 
of 
the 
resolution 
by 
all state and district associations at 
their annual meetings, wras recom­ 
mended. 
The convention today also com­ 
mended 
President Hoover 
on 
ef­ 
forts for law observance and en 
forcement, and urged approval by 
the United 
States senate of the 
protocol of the International Court 
of Justice. 
A resolution praised 
efforts 
of 
‘‘good citizens of Arkansas” to se­ 
cure repeal by popular referendum 
of the ‘‘unfortunate and regrettable 
law enacted by the legislature of 
that state” requiring a residence of 
only 90 days to secure a divorce.

Nine years ago the superintendent 
of the Confederate Home at Hig- 
ginsv ille 
undertook 
the 
dev elop­ 
ment of a series of small lakes 
along tw’o rav ines which conv erged 
near the center of the home’s park 
area. 
This was originally started 
w’ith the dual purpose of prov iding 
fishing places for the 200 inmates 
of the Home and tract b eautifica­ 
tion as well, b ut today the ponds 
are the neucleus for what prom­ 
ises to b e one of the state’s most 
productiv e fish hatcheries. 
Originally there were sev en of 
these lakes, four of which hav e 
b een recently drained and cleared 
of stumps. 
The state Game and 
Fish Department recently construct­ 
ed a series of six lakes in a rav ine 
nearb y and four of these are now 
sufficiently 
filled 
with 
water 
to 
justify a planting of b rood stock 
fish. 
The 
plantings 
were 
made 
early this month. 
G. M. Kirb y, chief of hatcheries 
of the Missouri Game and Fish De­ 
partment, has the following to say 
ab out the new hatchery: 
"It is found that the w ater at the 
Higginsv ille location Is ideal in all 
ways: gathered from a water-shed 
of 100 acres all in b luegrass mead­ 
ow’. 
The soil here also is peculiar­ 
ly fitted for a hatchery site, in that 
there is an almost total ab sence of 
seepage. The great drought of 19 30 
effected a stage of water in these 
lakes, exceeding no more than 18 
inches b elow normal.” 
"The department w’ill propagate 
at this hatchery Large Mouth Bass, 
Crappie, Bluegill, Green Sunfish and 
Bullhead 
Catfish. 
All 
necessary 
b rood stock is now placed in their 
respectiv e b rood ponds.” 
"Recent work in clearing these 
lakes yielded 
phenomlnal results, 
especially, in v iew of the fact, that 
no prev ious control of propagating 
methods had b een applied. In round 
numb ers approximately 50,000 fish 
of ab ov e named species, including 
much b rood stock was ob tained and 
distrib uted on applications In the 
Higginsv ille v icinity or transferred 
to State Auxiliaries,” 
"Pond No. 3 in one drag of the 
seine netted ab out 5,000 Crappie 
b esides 10,000 Sunfish and Bullhead 
Catfish.”

and an unworthy exploitation of this opin­ 
ion of ourselves and our possibilities, and 
of an unworthy exploitation of this opin- 
ibn. We know, or at 
least 
we 
should 
know, 
that we 
cannot afford not to 
think highly of ourselves to a certain de­ 
gree. 
As a matter of fact, we must live 
With ourselves whether we like the idea 
df “ doing so or not. 
If we belittle our- 
¿ ¿ Ives, therefore, and form poor opinions 
df our qualities we are not encouraged to 
look forward with much pleasure to the 
future. 
There are times when we are 
thrown on our resources entirely ; when 
t|ie natural championships to which we 
have become accustomed are broken and 
life stretches out a desert waste unless 
we are able to depend confidently upon 
our selves; when for various reasons we 
must fall back more than ever upon those 
qualities of intellect and heart that have 
served us so faithfully in the past. 
It is 
good to know at such times that we are 
able to measure up to our needs through 
our own resources. 
After all, what we are means a great 
deal more to us than what we fill. 
The 
trappings that mark the successful man 
are well enough in their place, and go a 
long way towards filling a long-felt need 
in many cases, but for all their appeal 
and all their influence they count as noth­ 
ing against the knowledge that a man is 
deservedly entitled to a high opinion of 
himself. 
What would 
be 
the good of 
worldly possessions if one’s conscience is 
not at rest? 
How could we expect happi­ 
ness in the midst of success if there per­ 
sists an uneasy feeling that we really do 
I'liot merit our honors? 
A man must know 
hihiself thoroughly if he expects to make 
any worthwhile progress, and if he does 
th.is he is very certain to have all the 
self-conceit knocked 
out 
of 
him. 
The 
small things upon which the light thinker 
apparently places so much 
stress 
fade 
into thin air when we once get our values 
right, and this placing of values is, per­ 
haps, one of the most necesa^ry duties 
we owe ourselves. 
Once we perform it 
sincerely we will not be quick to overrate 
our actions and this of itself should prove 
helpful. 
Only when we understand ex­ 
actly where we stand, as far at least as 
it is given to us to know this truth, can 
we begin to rate ourselves.

It is far bet­ 
ter to begin on ourselves, to do our best 
to mold our own natures into something 
serviceable, trustworthy and honorable, 
sumething that must stand out through 
^heer merit. If we do this we can safely 


entrust the making of other peoples’ lives 
in their own hands. 
The making of our 
own lives is a big enough job in itself, 
and w'hen we are determined to succeed 
at it no matter 
wdiat 
happens 
we are 
merely demonstrating that w^e do indeed 
think enough of ourselves to mold our 
lives carefully and painstakingly . 
To be 
able to find on occasion the response w'e 
need in ourselves is reward enough for 
any efforts w’e may have made in the 
past and a true encouragement for the fu­ 
ture. 
The thoughtless man will develop 
self-conceit easily ; the thinking man will 
develop that good opinion of himself nec­ 
essary for his own protection and for the 
development of his ability to be of serv­ 
ice to others.

an awkward donkey colt and rides 
at the head of a noisy procession 
of 
Galilean 
peasant 
armed 
with 
palm b ranches and shouting “Ho- 
sanna to the Son of David, Blessed 
Is He that cometh in the name of 
the Lord. 
Hosanna In the high­ 
est.” 
A King—Oh, Yes? 
Imagine the proud Roman gov­ 
ernor Pontius Pilate or King Herod 
of Galilee out for an early morning 
drive In their chariots confronted 
with this strange pageant of roy­ 
alty. What a joke either of these 
personages of royalty would have 
made of the Galilean pageant! How 
they would have sneered at the 
Idea of royalty comb ined with sim­ 
plicity and humility! 
WTth 
what 
sneering contempt they might have 
laughed and shouted, “A 
King— 
Oh Yes?” “A successor to King 
David, Oh Y^es?” This was exactly 
thé contempt with which the king 
was met as He entered His capital 
city and proceeded to exercise His 
authority in cleansing the temple 
of those who had changed it from 
a house of prayer to a place of 
merchandise and a den of thieves. 
But the glory that was Pilate’s and 
Herod’s and the Ceasers’ has long 
since 
b etrayed 
Its 
tinsel 
nature, 
while the glory of the humb le Naza 
rene has w’axed b righter and b right­ 
er though 19 centuries as succeed­ 
ing 
generations 
have 
proclaimed 
him “King of Kings and Lord of 
Lords.” 
Enthroned in Heav en 
Last Thursday the Christian world 
celeb rated again the ascension of 
this King into the heavenly Jeru­ 
salem, "Which w’as His real “trium­ 
phal entry,” not marked b y His own 
tears or the fickle plaudits of His 
attendants or the carping criticism ; 
of His enemies as was that first 
triumphal 
entry into 
the 
earthly ; 
Jerusalem. “Blessed b e the King ; 
that cometh in the name of the 
Lord; peace in heaven and glory- 
in the highest.” Thus the hosts of i 
heaven look up the psalms of the 
first Palm Sunday at His ascension 


and continue His praise continually.

Marshal 
Von Hindenbu rg sent the folJowing 
letter to the German chancellor: 
“The High Command insists 
on its demand of September 29, 
for the immediate forwarding 
of an offer of peace to ou r en­ 
emies . . . Til ere is now no 
longer any possible hope of 
forcing peace u pon 
the en­ 
emy. . . . The situ ation grows 
more desperate every day and 
may force the High Command 
to grave dicisions. 
. . 
The chancellor yielded, and Oc­ 
tober 5 telegraphed, throu gh the 
Swiss 
government, 
to 
President 
Wilson: 
“The German government re­ 
qu ests the President of the 
United States to tak e In hand 
the restoration of peace, ac­ 
qu aint 
all 
belligerent 
states 
with this requ est, and invite 
them to send plenipotentiaries 
for opening negotiations. It ac­ 
cepts the program set forth by 
the President in his message to 
congress Janu ary 8, and in his 
later addresses, especially the 
speech of September 27, as 
a 
basis for peace negotiations. 
“With a view to avoiding fu iv 
ther bloodshed, 
the 
German 
government requ ests the imme­ 
diate conclu sion of an armistice 
on land and w’ater and in the 
air. 
(Signed) 
“Max, Prince Von Baden. 
“Imperial Chancellor.** 
The President’s reply was not sat­ 
isfactory to the German govern­ 
ment and the exchange of notes 
continu ed u ntil finally the Germans 
accepted the very frank statement 
by the President conveyed in 
a 
State department message October 
23, that “the nations of the world 
do not and cannot tru st the word 
of those who have hitherto been the 
masters of German policy,’’ and 
that “the government of the United 
States cannot deal with 
any bu t 
veritable 
representatives 
of 
the 
German people, who have been as­ 
su red of a genu ine constitu tional 
standing as the real ru lers of Ger­ 
many. 
“If it mu st deal with the military 
masters and the monarchlal au to­ 
crats of Germany now, or If It is 
lik ely to have to deal with them 
later in regard to the international 
obligations of the German empire, 
it mu st demand, not peace negotia­ 
tions, bu t su rrender.” 
Meanwhile, with these peace ne­ 
gotiations in progress, and with ou r 
own and allied offensive continu ing 
to produ ce favorable resu lts, it be­ 
came more and more evident that

volved in a long correspondence 
and aJlow himself to be du ped by 
the Germáns, and added that so far 
Mr. IVilson had not consu lted the 
allies. 
I replied that we need have nc 
fear on that score, as of cou rse Mr. 
Wilson wou ld not act alone.
